At the annual general meeting of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce on Thursday last, Mr.

Mr, 
Cogan seconded, and the resolution was passed. 

Mr. Field has communicated the text of this 
resolution to the Secretary of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries in London, pointin 
out that no further case of foot-and-mout 
disease has been discovered. Mr. Field says 
that the important store trade js being hevere y 
restricted, causing much loss to both countries.

Is it necessary that a word should show every 

brick of its architecture? If so, we should have 
to change the customary spelling of many Eng- 
lish words with a view to rendering their deriva- 
tion more evident.
